lowing Speculations, that the Reader may conceive 
rightly what is the Subje€& which I proceed upon. 
I mutt therefore defire him to remember, that by the 
Pleafures of the Imagination, 1 mean only fuch Plea- 
fures as arife originally from Sight, 4 that I di- 
vide thefe Pleafures into twokinds : My Defigti be- 
ing firft of all to Difcourfe of thofe Primary Pfea- 
fures of the Imagination, which entirely proceéd 
from fach Objeéts as are prefent tothe Eye ; andin 
thé aext placeto fpeak of thofe Secondary Pleafures 
of the Imagination which flow from theldeas of vi- 
fible Objects, when the Objeéts are not aétually be- 
fore the Eye, but are called up into our Memories, 
or form’d into le Vifions of Things that ate 
either Abfent or Fiditious. | 


The Pleafures of the Imagination, taken 
in their full Extent, are not fo grofs as thofe 
of Senfe, nor {© refined as thofeof the Underftand- 

ing. ‘The laft are, indeed, more preferable, becaufe 
they are founded on fome new Knowledge or Im- 
provement in thé Mind of Man; yet it muft be con- 
felt, that thofe of the Imagination are as great and 
as tranfporting as the ather. A beautiful Profpe@ 
delights the Soul, as muchas a Demonftration; and 
a mesg sn in Homer has charmed more Readers 
than a Chapter in Arifforle. Befides, the Pleafures 
of the Imagination have this Advantage, above thofe 
of the Underftanding, that they are more obvious, 
and more. eafie to be acquired. It is but opening the 
Eye, and the Scene enters. TheColours paint them- 
felves on the Fancy, with very little Attention of 
Thought or Application of Mind in the Beholder. 
Weare ftruck we know not how ,with the Symmetry 
of any thing we fee, and immediately affent to the 
Beauty of an Obje@, without enquiring into the 
particular Caufes and Occafions of it. 


A Man of aPolite Imagination, islet into agreat 
many Pleafures that the Vulgar are not capable of 
receiving. He canconverfe with a Pi@ure, and find 
an agreeable Companion in a Statue. He meets 
with a fecret Refrefhment ia a Defcription, and of- 
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ten feels a greater Satisfa@ion in the ProfpeS of 
Fields and Meadows, than another does in the Pof- 
feffion. ‘It gives him, indeed, a kind of Proper’ g in 
every thing he fees, and makes thé moft rude-on- 
cultiv-ted Parts of Nature adiminifter to his Plea- 


fures : So that he looks ppon the World, as it were, 


in another Light, and difcovers in it a Multitude 
of Charms, that conceal themfelves from the geue- 
tality of Mankind. 


There are, indeed, but very few who know how 
to be idle and innocent, or have 2Relith of any 


Pleafures that are not Criminal ; every Diverfion. 


they take is at the Expence of fome one Virtue or 
another, and their very firft Step out of Bufinefs is 
into Vice or Folly. A Man thould - endeavour, 
therefore, to make the Sphere of his innocent Plea- 
fures as wide as poffible,.that he may retire into 
. them with Safety, and find in them fuch a Satif- 
faétion as a wife Man would not blufh to take, Of 
this Nature are thofe of the {magination, which do 
not require {uch a Bent of Thought as is neceffary 
to our more ferious Employments, nor, at the fame 
time, fafter the Mind to fink into that Negligence 
and Reinitfnefs, which are apt to accompany our 
more fenfual Delights, but, like a gentle Exercife 
to the Faculties, awaken them from Sioth and Idie- 
nefs, without putting them upon any Labour or 
Difficulty. : 


We mighthere add, thatthe Pleafures of the Fan- 
cy are more conducive to Health, than thofe of the 
Underftanding, which are worked out by Dint of 
Thinking, and attended with too violent a Labour 
of the Brain. Deligheful Scenes, whether in ‘Nature, 
Painting, or Poetry, have a kindly Influence onthe 
Body,-as. well as the Miod, and not only ferve to 
clear and brighten the Imagination, but are able to 
difperfe Grief and Melancholly, and to fet the Ani- 
nal Spirits in pleafing and agreeable Motions. For 
this reafon Sir Francis Bacon, in his Effay upon 
Health, has not thought it improper to prefcribe to 
his Reader a Poem or a Profpeét, where he parti- 
cularly diffuades him from knotty and fubtile Dif- 
guifitions, and advifes him to purfae Studies, that 
fill the Mind with fplendid and illaftrious Objeés, 
as Hiftories, Fables, and Contemplations of Na- 
ture, 

I have in this Paper, by way of Introdu@ion, 
fettled the Notion of thofe-Pleafures of the»! magi- 
-nation, whicharethe Subje& of my prefent Under- 
taking, and endeavoured, by feveral Confiderations, 
to recommend to my Reader the Purfuit of thofe 
Pleafures. 1 fhall,in my next Paper, examine the fe- 
veral Sources from whence thefe Pleafures are de- 
rived.
